Any  member  of  MUS's  distinguished 
mathematics  department  will  gladly  tell  you  that  it 
is  0,  which  ironically  is  also  the  number  of  students 
who  have  left  the  halls  of  MUS  without  a  greater 
understanding  of  this  vast  and  intricate  subject 
matter.  From  integers  to  integration,  MUS  is 
fortunate  to  have  teachers  so  actively  engaged 
their  students'  learning.  No  TI-83  calculator  could 
ever  compare  to  the  value  that  each  math  teacher 
provides  to  the  MUS  mathematics  department.  And 
fm  talkin'  the  Silver  Edition. 

On  the  Cartesian  Plane  of  the  MUS  mathematics 
experience,  a  student  begins  his  education  at  the 
origin  with  Pre-Algebra  in  seventh  grade  and 
Algebra  I  in  eighth  grade.

Statistics,  or  Introduction  to  Calculus  &  Statistics 
Headed  by  the  Donald  Bailey  Wiener  Chair  of 
Mathematics,  Nancy  Gates,  the  MUS  Mathematics 
Department  boasts  an  outstanding  faculty,  with 
each  member  offering  his  or  her  own  unique 
approach  to  the  subject.  The  lower  school 
contingent  includes  such  familiar  faces 
as  Mrs.  Burke,  Mr.  Tyler,  and  Mrs. 
Williams.  Alongside  Mrs.  Gates,  upper 
school  mathematics  instructors  include 
Mr.  Brown,  Mr.  Clifft,  Mr.  Counce,  Mr. 
Gunn,  Mr.  Knaff,  Ms.  Moore,  and  Mr.  Ryan.

Science  Department  coalesce  their  distinctive  styles  into  one  unique  scientific  regimen. 
Undoubtedly,  the  eternal  quest  for  truth  and  knowledge  is  inherent  in  every  young  MUS  scientist, 
without  fail.  The  MUS  Science  Department  instills  in  each  MUS  student  a  love  for  the  knowledge  of 
the  world;  from  experiments  with  acids  to  chocolate  sauce,  students  follow  the  academic 
instruction  of  such  science  heavyweights  as  "Wild"  Matthews,  "Young  Hickory"  Polk,  "Braveheart" 
Beck,  "Laura"  Lawrence,  "Swift"  Smith,  "Lone  Starr"  Schwartz,  "Murph-dog"  Murphy,  "Big  Al"  Shaw, 
and  "Coach  T"  Taylor.

For  decades  MUS  has  maintained  a  firm  foundation  in  its  History  Department, 
with  distinguished  faculty  members  cementing  in  every  students  mind  a  better 
understanding  of  a  seemingly  limitless  subject  matter.  From  the  traditional  study  of 
American  History  to  a  specialized  look  at  the  history  of  Art,  MUS  addresses  this 
wide  range  and  allows  students  to  explore  and  expand  in  whatever  they  desire. 

A  young  owl's  journey  through  history  begins  in  the  seventh  grade  with  a  Social 
Studies  class  taught  by  Mr.  Guy  Amsler.  They  then  enter  an  Ancient  &  Medieval 
class  where  they  can  either  listen  to  lectures  from  Coach  Sean  Gehres  or  marvel 
at  all  the  amazing  stories  Doc  Winfrey  has  to  offer.  Upon  entering  the  upper 
school,  students  are  able  to  learn  about  the  colonial  period  (as  well  as  how  to 
master  the  force  )  in  a  class  taught  by  resident  Jedi  Mr.  Patrick  McCarroll.

The  2005  varsity  track  team  had  one  goal  in  mind  when  they  began  practicing  in  March  and 
that  was  to  win  the  regional  championship.  Having  fallen  just  short  of  the  title  the  past  two  year: 
seniors  Walker  Pritchard,  J.D  Lawhorn,  and  Trevor  Skelley  worked  hard  to  bring  the  title  back  to 
MUS.  Under  the  leadership  of  these  three  seniors  and  head  coach  Bobby  Alston,  the  team  was 
able  to  win  over  quality  opponents  during  the  regular  season.

The  field  event  competitors,  coached  by  Tommy  Harrison,  helped  widen  the  le 
as  Andrew  Gordon  placed  second  in  the  shot-put  and  Lawhorn  got  a  third  place  finish  in  the  l< 
jump.  The  distance  runners,  coached  by  Joe  Tyler,  did  not  disappomt  as  Ken  Haltom  and  Donald 
McClure  both  scored  many  points  and  qualified  for  the  state  meet.  The  sprinters,  coached  by 
Orlando  McKay  and  Scott  Vogel,  made  a  very  impressive  showing  as  Walker  Pritchard,  Lee 


Moore,  Clemet  Oigbokie,  and  two  relay  teams  qualified  for  state.  When  all  o' ' 
added,  MUS  emerged  victorious,  thus  winning  their  first  regional  champiom 
However,  this  was  not  the  end  of  the  season.  Many  of  the  track  athletes  t 
state  meet  that  would  be  held  at  Briarcrest.  At  this  meet,  the  Owls  had  a  stining  performance. 
Captain  Walker  Pritchard  became  the  first  MUS  state  champion  since  1998  by  winning  the  200- 
meter  dash.

..as  first  formed  in  1909.  The  boys  played  their  first  game  in  March  of  1910  against  the  city  s 
Ji  cotton  buyers.  Ninety-five  years  later  the  soccer  program  was  as  strong  as  ever  as  the  team 
tried  ro  defend  their  2004  state  title. 

The  MUS  soccer  team  started  the  2004  season  with  great  expectations  even  though  the  squad  had 
lost  six  seniors.  While  Coach  Beck  had  faith  in  the  players  stepping  into  new  roles,  there  were  growing 
pains  as  the  team  lost  the  first  two  games.  After  a  very  disappointing  game  against  a  physically  imposm 
Bearden  team,  the  Owls  were  in  position  to  beat  eventual  state  champions  Father  Ryan  until  three  late 
goals  by  the  Irish  sent  the  Owls  home  with  a  hard  loss.  However,  the  resilient  Owls  did  not  let  the  two 
losses  affect  them  as  they  went  undefeated  through  the  rest  of  the  regular  season  with  an  impressive  tie 
to  CBHS,  a  game  in  which  the  Owls  were  clearly  the  better  team,  and  an  impressive  win  over  Houston. 

The  Owls  entered  the  regional  tournament  as  the  third  seed  and  beat  Saint  Benedict  and  ECS  to 
advance  to  the  regional  finals  and  a  rematch  with  CBHS.  However,  the  ECS  win  came  with  a  cost  as 
Kane  Alber  was  injured.  The  Owls  gave  it  a  good  effort  against  the  Brothers  as  they  scored  first,  the  first 
time  MUS  has  led  CBHS  in  soccer  in  three  years,  but  an  early  game  injury  to  Paul  Zettler  and  red  card  tc 
Alex  Rainer  left  the  team  with  too  big  of  a  hill  to  climb  as  they  lost  3-1. 

The  injury-stricken  Owls  played  McCallie  in  the  first  round  of  the  state  tournament,  but  without  three 
starters,  the  team,  which  was  hitting  its  stride  at  the  end  of  the  season  and  posed  to  make  another  run  a 
a  state  title,  lost  to  McCallie  2-0  and  ended  the  season  in  sorrow.  Nevertheless,  the  Owls  will  be  back 
next  year  with  an  experienced  team  that  should  make  another  run  at  a  state  championship.

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1 990  dawned  the  beginning  of  the  lacrosse  program  at  MUS.  It  began  as  a  club,  but  within 
five  years  had  became  the  school's  tenth  varsity  sport.  Head  coach  Elliot  Dent  arrived  on  the 
scene  in  1 996  and  brought  with  him  a  sense  of  determination.  Led  by  Dent,  the  Owls  won  the  lirst 
of  four  consecutive  state  championships  in  the  spring  of  '98.  With  a  total  of  live  state 
championships  now  under  their  belts,  the  Buzzards  have  become  the  dominant  force  In  Tennessee 
lacrosse.  Throughout  the  years,  the  Owls  have  met  and  defeated  teams  from  Connecticut, 
Virginia,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Georgia,  Pennsylvania,  Illinois,  and  Florida. 

In  its  most  recent  year,  the  lacrosse  program  experienced  yet  another  successful  season, 
finishing  1 3-2.  Led  by  captains  Dan  Gibson,  Jimbo  Rainer,  and  Sam  Sawyer,  along  with  seniors 
Hopkins,  Turley,  Hall,  Noel,  Scales,  Daniel,  Heflin,  and  Knight,  the  Buzzards  finished  second  in  the 
state  tournament  to  a  formidable  McCallie  team,  losing  in  sudden-death  overtime.  However,  the 
team  received  the  most  All-State  recognition  in  MUS  history:  Gibson  and  Sawyer  earned  Ail- 
American  status  with  several  other  team  members; receiving  All-State  titles. 

The  lacrosse  program  has  become  an  intricate  part  of  the  MUS  community  over  the  past 
fifteen  years.  It  is  here  to  stay.
